Tuesday, June 1.

Prayer by Rev. Mr. Parker.
Journal of Friday rend hikI approved.
Mr. Massey called for rending of journal rela-

tive to employment of short hand rcnnrfPM nml
subsequent resolution, which were accordingly
reau ror information.

Mr. Massey moved to reconsider vote grant-Int- E

leave to committee of the whole to sit at 10
a. m. for consideration of the Bill of Rights.
Lost.

On motion of Mr. Shields the convention went
into committee ol the whole for the further con-
sideration of the

IHI.L of incu rs.
Mr. Switzler in the chair.
The question being on amendment or pro-

posed new section offered by Mr. Ray.
Sec. . The right of trial by jury shall never

bo abolished or denied.
Mr. Adams offered as a substitute :

"That the righ of trial by jury, us heretofore
enjoyed, ought to remain inviolate. Hut a jury
lor triul of criminal or civil cases, in courts not
of record, may consist of less than twelve men
as may be prescribed by law. Hereafter a grand
jury shall consist of twelve men, any nine of
whom concurring, may find an indictment or a
true bill, and It shall be the duty of th; grand
jury in each countv, at least once a year to in-

vestigate the official acts of all officers hand-
ling public funds and report the same to the
court."

On motion of Mr. MeCato the words "ought
to" were stricken out and the word "shall"' in-

serted.
Mr. Halliburton offered un amendment pro-

viding that a grand lury shall consist of 10 men,
12 of whom can return indictment or true bill.
Lost.

Mr. Wallace moved to amend so as to strike
out clause providing that grand jury shall con-sl- st

of certain number. Lost.
Mr. Johnson, of Cole, offered amendment

providing that grand jury shall consist of not
less than 13 or more than 15, requiring 12 to re-

turn indictment or bill. Lost.
Mr. Todd offered amendment striking out "in

courts not of record." Lost.
Mr. ShaHkliu offered amendment to Inst

clause striking out word "handling" and Insert-
ing "having charge ot." Adopted.

Mr. Wallace moved to strike out clause re-

quiring grand jury to investigate official acts of
officers having charge of public funds. Lost.

Mr. Shields offered amendment striking out
latter part of first clause after word inviolate.
Lost.

Mr. Johnson, of Nodaway, offered an amend-
ment providing that in all civil cases a jury of
liss number than 12 may be agreed upon. Lost.

Mr. Conway offered amendment that report
required in last clause be in writing. Adopted.

Mr. Lay offered an amendment changing the
form of languago of substitute somewhat, be-

ing principally to sumo effect. Lost.
The substitute was adopted and agreed to as

section ,10.

The proposition of Mr. Ray concerning spe-
cial charters and their repeal was declared out
of order, being same subject as treated upon iu
section 15.

Tho sections also offered by Mr. Ray relative
to majorities and minorities were relocted.

The following sec'tlons proposed by Mr. Lack-
land were adopted :

81. That no title of nobility, or hereditary
emolument privilege, or distinction can be
granted.

32. That tho people have the right pcacably to
assemble for their common good and apply to
those vested with powers of government for
redress of grievances, by petition or remou-itranee- s.

Also the following offered by Mr. Letcher:
33. That no persou shall be deprived of life,

liberty or property, without the due process of
law.

And the following by Mr. Crews :

81. Tnat no money shall be drawn from the
treasury, but in consequence of appropriations
made by law, and a regular statement and ac-
count of the receipts and expenditures ot all

"
public money shall be published from time to
time.

The following proposition offered by Mr.
Todd was taken up:

Resolved, That no condition ot any gift, de-

vise, assignment or transfer of money, proper-
ty or choose in action, for aud in behalf of any
charity, religion, charitable, educational or re-
ligious use, shall be valid, that shall require the
use, application or enjoyment thereof, in the
location, kind or condition thereof, as when
given, granted, devised, assigned or transfer-
red ; provided, however, tlrat no proceeds or

, profits thereof, shall be removed from this
state, and in case of failure, non-us- or lapse
of the use, the property, assets and effects of
the use, shall escheat to the state.

Mr. McCabe approved Its object which he
understood was to make null future grants
Which by their limits prevented their removal
no matter how beneficial to nil concerned.

Mr. Priest thought language of amendment
was not plain enough.

Mr. Todd explained the object of the amend-
ment, citing Instances where the grants of de-

visor had by their limitations defeated the
main subject grant.

Mr. Adams offered an amendment striking
out the words "shall be valid" and inserting af-

ter transferred, sbull prevent the owners of the
charities from selling or transferring the prop-
erty and aporopriatlng the proceeds to the sane
kind of charities."

Mr. Shields moved as a substitute for amend-
ment and first proposition : "No condition of
any gift, grant, devise, assignment or transfer
of money, property or choses In action, to or
for ttje benefit of any charity, religion, charita

ble, educational or religious use, limiting the
use thereof to the location, kind or condition
thereof, when given, granted or devised shall
be valid ; provided, however, that no proceeds
or profits thereof shall be removed from the
state ; and In tho case of failure, non-use- r, or
lapse of the use, tho property and proceeds shall
escheat to the state and become a part of the
school fund of the stato."

The substitute, amendment and resolution
were rejected.

The amendment offered by Mr. Carlton "that
real estate, valuable only for agricultural pur-
poses, ought not to be subject to taxation for
tho benefit of municipalities was lost.

Also the amendment of Mr. Dryden, that "no
person shall suffer capital punishment who
shall have been convicted upon circumstantial
evidence alone."

Mr. Lay offered an amendment : That Ihero
cannot be in this state either slavery or volun-
tary servitude, except In punishment of crimes
whereof the party shall have been duly convict-
ed. Lost ayes 22, noes 29.

The preamble was agreed to.
Whereupon the committee nrosj and through

Its chairman reported back the preamble and
bill of rights as amended.

The first section was agreed to as follows :

First, That all political power is vested iu
and derived from the people; that all govern-
ment of right originates from the people, is
founded upon their will onlv, and is instituted
solely for the good of the w hole.

The second section was taken up as follows :

Second, That the people of this state, hate
the inherent, sole and exclusive right to regu-

late the interna) government and police thereof,
and of altering and abolishing their constitu-
tion and form of government whenever it may
be necessary to their safety and happiness; that
Missouri is a free aud independent state, sunject
only to the Constitut'on of tho United States,
and as the preservation of the states and tho
maintenance of their governments, are neces-
sary to an indestruitablc union, and were In-

tended to st with it; the legislature is not
authorized to adopt, nor will the people of this
state ever assent to any amendment or change
of the Constitution of the United States which
may in any wise Impair the right of local self- -
government belonging to the people of this
state .

Mr. Johnson, of Cole moved to strikeout the
words "and form of government." Lost.

Mr. Fyan moved to strike out the entire sec-

tion. Lost.
Mr. Shields moved to strike out all after the

word happiness, and insert the words "but
cvory such right should be exercised in pursu-
ance of law aud consistently with the Constitu-
tion of the United States; that the State shall
ever remain a member of tho American
Union; that tho people thereof are a part of the
American nation; that every citizen of the
state owes paramount allegiance to the Consti-
tution of the United States, and that no law or
expression of this state in contravention there-
of can be of any affect. Lost.

Mr. Dysart moved to divide the section hit
two articles. Lost.

Mr. Switzlor moved to strike out "it may be"
and insert "they deem it." Adopted.

Mr. Shanklin moved to insert after the word
happiness "but every such right should be ex-
ercised in pursuance of law and consistent with
the Constitution of the United States. Lost.
Ayes, 16; noes, 38.

Mr. Lay offered an amendment striking out
"subject only to the Constitution of tho United
States," and inserting the same after the word
happiness. Lost.

Pending debate, adjounred.

Wednesday, June 2.
Prayer by Rev. E. Gunn.
Journal of yesterday rend and approved.
The question being on adoption of Sec. 2.
Mr. Tavlor, of Jasper, moved to insert alter

the word bappincss,"provided that such change
be not repugnant to tho constitution of tho
United States." Which was agreed to.

Mr. Switzlcr moved a reconsideration of vote
by which convention refused to disjoin the pro-
posed section 2. Agreed to and section 2 adopt-
ed as follows :

2. That the people of this state have the inhe-
rent, sole and exclusive right t regulato inter-
nal government and police thereof, and of alter-
ing and abolishing their constitution aud form
of goveenment whenever it may be necessary
to their safety and happiness, provided that
such change be not repugnant to ihe constitu-
tion of the United States.

On the question of adoption of the rcmuindnr
of the section as section 3.

Mr. Halo moved to strike out and insert:
"That Missouri is a free and Independent state,
and an equal member with her sister states of
the American Union, and that neither the state
nor the Federal Government have the constitu-
tional right to dissolve said union or to Impair
said compact. On the question of striking out
the vote stood ayes 0, noes 48.

Mr. Letcher offered as a substitute : "That
the union of the states, under the constitution
of the United States, and tho independence of
the several states, as respects the right of locat
self government, cannot exist the one without
the other. Therefore the powers vested by tho
constitution in the government, or any depart-
ment or officer of this stato, shall not be con-
strued to disparage or deny the relations eftliis
slate to tho Union as a member of the
same, or the allegiance due Irom citizens of the
state to the government of the United States,
under the constitution thereof. Lost ; aves 10,
noes 47.

The proposed section was adopted.
Mr. Shields offered as a new section :
That this state shall ever remain a member of

tho American Union; that the people thereof
aie a part of the American Union ; that all at-

tempts from whatever source, or upon whatev-
er pretext, to sever said nation, ought to be re-

sisted with the whole power of the state; that
every citizen of this state owes paramount alle-
giance to the constitution and government of
the United Statbs, and that no law or ordinance
of this state in contravention or subversion
thereof can have any binding force. Ayes 8,
noes 4S. '

Mr. Halo then offer bis proposed subststuto

to section 8 as a new section. Lost; ayet 12,
noes 48.

The next section was taken up as follows :

Third. That all constitutional government Is
intended to promote the general welfare of the
people; that all persons hsve a natural right to
life, liberty, and the enjoyment of the gains of
their own Industry; that to give the security to
these things Is the principal office of govern-
ment, and that when government does not con-
fer this security, It fails of its chief design.

Mr. Davis moved to Insert In lieu thereof:
"All men have certain Inherent and Inalienable
rights, among these are life, liberty and the
pursuit of happiness. To secure these rights
and the protection of property, governments
are instituted among men, deriving their just
powers from the consent of the governed."
Lost.

The section was adopted as number 4.
The following sections were adopted, with-o- ut

amendment:
Fifth, That all men have a natural and inde-

finable right to worship Almighty Ood accord-
ing to the dictates of their own conscience; that
no person can, on account of his religions opin-
ions, be rendered Ineligible to any office of trust
or benefit under this State, nor bo disqualified
from testifying, or from setting ns a Juror; that
no human authority can control or Interfere
with the rights of conscience; that no person
ought, by any law, to be molested in his person
Or estate, on account of his religious persuasion
or profession, but tho liberty of conscience
hereby secured, shall not be so construed as to
excuse acts of licentiousness, nor to justify
practices inconsistent with tho good order
peace or safety of the stale, or with the rights
of others.

Sixth, That no person can bo compelled to
erect, support or attend any place or system of
worship, or to maintain or support any priest,
preacher, minister or teacher of any seet,
church, creed or denomination of religion; but
that if any person shall voluntarily make a con-
tract for any such object, ho shall be held to the
performance of the same.

The next section was taken up as follows :

Seventh. That no money shall ever bo taken
from the public treasury, directly or indirectly,
in aid of any church, sect or denomination of
religion, or iu aid of any priest, preacher, min-
ister or teacher thereof as such; and that no
preference shall be given to nor any discrimi-
nation made against any church, sect or creed
of religion, or any form of religious faith or
worship.

Mr. Lay moved as an amendment, a proviso
that the section should not be construed to pre-
vent the employment of a chaplain by any

convention or general assembly.
Lost.

Tho section was adopted.
The next section was agreed to ns follows :

Kiath. That no religious corporation can be
established In this state, except such as may bo
created under a general law lor the purpose on-

ly of holding the title to such real estate as may
be prescribed by law for church edifices, par-
sonages and cemeteries.

AFTERNOON SESSION.

The consideration of the report of the Com-
mittee on Bill of Rights was resumed, and the
tenth, eleventh, thirteenth and fourteenth to
the twentieth sections agreed to as reported.
The twelfth section in relation to grand juries
went over under the operation of the previous
question.

The sections of the bill as agreed to are de-

ferred until
Mr. Switzlor moved the appointment of two

additional members on the Committee on Edu-
cation. Adopted.

Mr. Hardin, of Pike, offered a resolution that
when the convention adjourn it adjourn until
Friday morning 9 o'clock iu observance of tho
day appointed by proclamation of the Govern-
or for fasting and prayer. Adopted.

Tho President appointed Mr. Todd, of St.
Louis, und Mr McCabe, of Marion, additional
members of the Committee on Education-- ''

Adjourned.

Executive Mansion, Washington.
May 29, 1875. Dear Sin : A short time
subsequent to the Presidential election of
1872, the press, a portion of it hostile to
the Republican party, anil particularly so
to the administration, started the cry of
Cresarisro. and Third-term- , calling on me
to define my position on the latter subject.
I believed it to be beneath the dignity of
the offico which I had been twice called
upon to fill to answer such a question be-o- re

the subject should ho presented by
competent authority to mnke a nomina-
tion, or by a body of such dignily and au-

thority as not to make a rcpiy a fair sub-
ject of ridicule. In fact, I hare been sur-
prised that so many sensible persons in
the Republican party should permit their
enmity to force upon them nnd their party
fan issue which
CANNOT AID STRENGTH TD THE rAHTY,

no matter how met. But a body of tho
dignity and parly authority of a conven-
tion to make nominations lor the State

(T!,,.. P lU. . 1 0.. ! .1 .,.
uiiiuis ui inu sucuuu cn.uu in me union
having considered this question, I deem it
not improper that I should now speak. In
the first place, I never sought the office
for a second, e,ven a first, nomination. To
the first I was called from a life position
ono created by Congress expressly for me,
for supposed services rendered to the pub-li- e,

Tho position vacated I liked. It
must have been most agreeable to me to
have retained it till such a time as Con-
gress micht have consented to my retire-
ment, wilh tho rank and a portion of tho
emoluments which I so much needed, to a
home whore tho balance of my days and
nights might be spent in peace and tho
enjoyment ol domestic quiet, retired from
cares which have oppressed mo so con-
stantly for fourteen years. But I was
made to believe that the public car
ed on mo to make tho sacrifice.

WITHOUT SEEKING THE OFFICE

lor the second term, tho nomination was
tendered to mo by an unanimous vote of
the delegates of all tho States nnd Terri-
tories, selected by the Republicans of each
to represent their whole number for the
purpose of making a nomination, I can
not say that I was not pleased at this and
at tno overwhelming Indorsement which
tin's action received at tho election follow-
ing, but it must be remembered that all
the sacrifices except that of comfort, had
been made in accepting the first term.
Then, too, such a fire of personal abuse
and slander had been kept up for four
years, notwithstanding the conscientious
pcii.uiiiiiiiio ui my uuues 10 me Dest ol
my understanding ( though I admit in
the light of subsequent events many times
subject to fair criticisms) that an indorse-
ment lrom the people, who alone govern
republics, was a gratification that it is
only human to havo appreciated and en-
joyed.

Now, for the third term,
I DO NOT WANT IT

any more than I did the first. I would not
write or utter a word to change the will of
tho poople in expressing and in having
their choice. The question of the num"
ber of term3 allowed to any ono Exeeu-tiv- e

can oniy come up fairly in the shape
of a proposition to amend the Constitu-
tion, u shape in which all political parties
can' participate, fixing the length and
number ot terms tor which any one per-
son shall be eligible for the office ot Presi-
dent. Until such an amendment is adopt-
ed the people can not be restricted in their
choice by resolution, nirther than they are
now restricted as to age, nativity, etc. Itmay happen in the future history ot thecountry that to change an executive be-
cause he has been eight years in office willprove unfortunate, if not disastrous. Tho
idea that any man could elect himself
i ivBiuuui, or nominate nimselr, is prepos-
terous. It is a reflection upon the intelli- - --

gence and patriotism ot the people to sup-
pose such a thing possible. Any man candestroy his chances tor the office, but no
man can force un eloeiion, or even nom-
ination.

To recapitulate, I am not, nor have Iever boen, a candidate tor renomination. '

1 WOULD NOT ACCEPT A NOMINATION
if it was tendered, unless it should comeunder such circumstances as to make it animperative duty, circumstances not likely
to arise. I congratulate tho conventionover which yon presided lor the harmonv
which prevailed, and for tho cxoellent tiok--ct put in the field, and which I hope will '

bo triumphantly elected.
